Toldeo, O., Feb. 6 (/P)— 
The 


government assured 
housewives 


toc?a.v they will be able to buy ade- 
quate supplies of meat In the fu- 
ture at legitimate prices. 


Black marketeers in the 
meat 


business, said Price Chief Michael 
DiSalle, 
will 
find 
profiteering 


difficult. He called them 
"first 


class fifth columnists" and said he 
would hate to be the first one to 
get caught." 


Within a few days, DiSalle told 


about 250 Tolcdoans in a speech 
last night, his office of price stabi- 
lization will issue two orders de- 
signed to keep these meat prices 
chiselcrs out of business. 


One 
order 
will regulate 
the 


slaughter of livestock. The 
other 


may require'meat wholesalers and 
retailers to make regular reports 
on operations, his aides said. 


The first order, officials of the 


agency said, will distribute 
ani- 


mals to established 
slaughterers, 


preventing black marketeers from 
setting up 
fly-by-night 
slaughter 


houses. 


The second, DiSalle continued, 


will 'keep meat supplies 
moving 


through legitimate channels of dis- 
tribution and enable the housewife 
to buy adequate 
mea,t 
supplies 


from her rcgularbutcher or mar- 
ket at legal ceiling prices," 


DiSalle himself, who chose 
his 


home town Toledo to make 
his 


first major speech since he was 
named OPS chief, did not 
say 


exactly what this 
second 
order 


would require. 


However, if, as his aides say, it 


makes meat dealers tell the gov- 
ernment 
t h e i r transactions, it 


would provide a check on those 
selling at above celinj prices. 


Black marketeers of the
